A New Political Party.— We are inform* 
ed by a gentleman well posted in the political 
movements of the Colony, lhat a new party, 
embracing c large portion of tho intelligence 
afid wealth of tho city, has recently been 
lormed.

The Agricultural Exhibition. 



Victoria V. L. Sept. 1st, 1868. 
Editor. Colonist : — I entirely diil'er 
from your correspondent John Clayton in 
thinking- the Agricultural Society have 
treated Horticulture with a greater 
amount of liberality than has been ob- 
served towards her sister scienco agricul- 
ture. On tho contrary horticulture seems 
to have been treated very senrvily, it 
seems to havo had no representative in 
the Committee when arrauging their 
prizo list, or suroly the usual course 
adopted by societies of this kind would 
havo been followed, namely, that of 
offering prizes for the best specimens of 
the various vegetables in common uso, as 
well also for tho best collections. Tho 
amount of the prize need not have been 
more than one and a half to one dollar, 
by this course a spirit of friendly emula-
